Reform Of Abortion Laws Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


major segment of the medical 
profession is trying to persuade 
the Supreme Court to ease 
restrictions on therapeutic 
abortions. 


Headed 
by the 
current 


president of the American 
College of Obstetricians 
and 


Gynecologists and two past 
presidents, 178 doctors and 
medical professors told the 
Court late Friday that laws in 12 
states are unconstitutionally 
interfering with their right to 
practice their profession. 


Moreover, they said in a 


friend-of-court brief, the legal 
conditions these states set for 
induced 
abortions 
deprive 


pregnant women of medical 
treatment and lead to such 
"anti-social" results as un- 
wanted children and death at the 
hands of unskilled abortionists. 


Next term the Justices will 


rule on these restrictions in a 
case from Georgia. State law 
specifies that at least three 
physicians 
and a 
hospital 


committee 
approve 
the 


operation, that it be performed 


in an accredited hospital and 
that it be "justified" on several 
grounds. 


These grounds include that 


continuation of the pregnancy 
would "endanger the life" of the 
woman or "seriously and per- 
manently injure her health" and 
that the patient be a resident of 
Georgia. 


The states with similar law 


are 
Arkansas, 
California, 


Colorado, Delaware, 
Kansas, 


Maryland, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, 
Oregon, 
South 


Carolina and Virginia.

whom have been outspoken 
critics and foes of the governor 
in the past and no doubt will be 
in the future.

Government Seizing 
Contaminated Foods 


WASHINGTON (AP) — On 


the heels of an announcement it 
has started seizing Bon Vivant 
canned foods, the government 
says it has found contamination 
in 7,000 dozen eggs and a quarter 
-ton of fish food and is seizing all 
of it too. 


The Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration said Friday the 
eggs and catfish feed were 
tainted with polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PCB) that have been 
linked with birth defects and 
liver damage in test animals. 


The FDA emphasized it does 


not consider the eggs and catfish 
feed to be a health problem, but 
conducted the seizure only 


because PCB levels violated the 
federal tolerance of five-tenths 
parts per million. 


The agency said the PCB level 


of the eggs, seized in a Norfolk, 
Va., warehouse, ranged up to 1 9 
parts per million, and the catfish 
food, seized at five undisclosed 
locations in the Southeast, went 
up to 3 parts per million. 


The agency said the con- 


tamination was traced to leaks 
in the cooling system of a 
Wilmington, N. C., fish meal 
plant which started a 12-state 
search for 16 000 tons of con- 
taminated chicken feed. No 
chickens were found to be 
tainted. 


Astronauts Still 
Feel Weak, But 
'Not In Danger' 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP)— A week after their space 
voyage, the Apollo 15 astronauts 
still have not recovered from all 
the effect of their 12-day moon 
trip, a doctor says. 


Dr. Charles A. Berry, chief 


physician for the astronauts, 
said they are not "in any 
medical danger." 


But, Berry said, astronauts 


David R. Scort, James B. Irwin 
and Alfred M. Worden showed a 
dramatic 
deviation 
from 


medical findings of past space 
voyagers. 


Berry also said Scott and 


Irwin both suffered spells of 
irregular heart beats while on 
the moon's surface.

Crawford, 1417 Yolo St., gave 
this account: 


Wednesday evening she began 


crying and screaming and 
couldn't sleep. She hadn't 
recovered by the next afternoon, 
and her mother took her to Dr. 
Blair McGee. 


The doctor, Crawford said, 


"Came right out and said it was 
LSD." 


The doctor was not available 


for further details on the 
diagnosis. 


Crawford said it was recalled 


that a neighbor had found seme 
jills and tossed them into the 
grass. He speculated that the 
girl might have picked some up. 


The little girl's grandmother, 


Mrs. Gilbert Crawford, added 
some details: 


Returning from a relative's 


funeral, the parents, with Laura 
Lee, visited with the grand- 
parents in their home at 1011 
Second St., then continued 
home. Some 30 minutes later, 
she began flailing her arms and 
screaming that bugs and but- 
terflies were crawling all over 
her. 


The hallucinations continued 


all night and throughout the next 
day and night, with the terrified 
child pulling imaginary hair 
from her mouth. 


Police Officer Virgil Kite, to 


whom the mother reported the 
experience, said, however, that 
the girl appeared to have 
recovered quite well when he 
saw her Thursday afternoon. 


He said the incident of the 


neighbor tossing away some 
unidentified pills was a couple 
weeks previous.

Dales Station Man 
Crushed And Killed 
Under Truck's Logs 


James William Wilson, 27, of 


Dales Station was reported 
killed yesterday in an accident 
on Highway 44 near Shingletown 
in Shasta County.

apparently lost control of his 
westbound rig, which went off 
the left side of the road and 
struck some trees.

Highway Patrol, which in- 
vestigated the accident, Wilson 
either tried to leap from the cab 
or was ejected and then crushed 
under the logs which broke loose 
from the rig. 


IRISH GUN BATTLE 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP)— British troops fought a 
gun battle with a gang suspected 
to be smuggling arms across the 
Irish Republic border today and 
launched an all-out hunt for its 
defiant leader. 


The army reported a half- 


dozen of the gun-runners were 
wounded or killed during the 45- 
minute Shootout. 


The massive 
search was 


launched for Joe Cahill, a 
guerrilla chieftain who dared to 
meet newsmen openly under the 
noses 
of patrolling 
British 


soldiers. 


Squads of soldiers stopped 


cars, growled back streets and 
looked into houses for Cahill, 
Northern Ireland's most-wanted 
man. 


KENT PROBE ENDS 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Atty. 


Gen. John N. Mitchell has an- 
nounced the end of a federal 
investigation of the 1970 slayings 
of four Kent State University 
students 
saying 
the Justice 


Department plans no further 
action. 


Mitchell said no federal grand 


jury would be convened. He said 
such an investigation could not 
be expected to produce new 
evidence for possible action in 
the case. 


In a statement Friday, Mit- 


chell said he agreed with a 
presidential 
commission's 


words, 
"unnecessary, 
un- 


warranted and inexcusable " 


CHICANO CONVENTION 


SACRAMENTO (AP)— Some 


200 shouting, cursing Chicanos,

OWEN BENTLEY DIES

Wave Of 
Attacks In 
Vietnam

SAIGON (AP)— The North 


Vietnamese launched a new 
wave of attacks today near the 
demilitarized zone, and the U.S. 
command 
reported 
seven 


Americans killed in the crash of 
a helicopter supporting South 
Vietnamese forces along the 
DMZ. 


Starting shortly before dawn, 


North 
Vietnamese 
gunners 


slammed more than 200 rocket 
and mortar rounds into four 
South Vietnamese positions. The 
enemy repeatedly assaulted a 
South 
Vietnamese 
marine 


battalion less than two miles 
from Fire Base Sarge at the 
western end of the DMZ. 


The Saigon command said 


some North Vietnamese troops 
were killed in the fighting 
around Sarge, the first reported 
action near the fire base since 
last June. South Vietnamese 
losses were four men killed and 
six wounded, the command said. 


The marine battalion camped 


around Sarge was first hit with a 
50-round mortar barrage, then a 
ground assault. 
Backed 
by 


tactical air strikes and artillery, 
the marines beat back the at- 
tack and claimed killing 17 
enemy 
Four marines were 


reported 
killed 
and 
five 


wounded. 


North 
Vietnamese 
ar- 


tillerymen slammed 87 rockets 
and mortars into Camp Carroll 
and Fire Bases Fuller and 
Charlie 2. No casualties were 
reported in these shellings

NEW YORK (AP)— Is there 


really such a thing as a green 
thumb? 


Yes, believes internationally- 


known horticulturist Dr. Donald 
Wyman. But he adds that people 
who were not born with this 
useful 
appendage 
can 
still 


become successful gardeners by 
reading and doing. 


"Many people have a feeling 


for growing plants," explains 
the 
former 
president 
and 


director of the American Hor- 
ticultural 
Society. 
"They're 


observant of nature, know by 
instinct how far down to plant, 
when there's too much water, or 
not enough. But anyone can 
learn to make things grow, 
whether in a tiny window pot or 
a large outdoor plot." 


The secret is to select as a 


start one plant that interests you 
and read everything available 
on how to grow it, advises 
Wyman who has been with 
Harvard University's Arnold 
Arboretum for the past 35 years 
and is the author of numerous 
articles and books on hor- 
ticulture. 


His latest book is "Wyman's 


Gardening Encyclopedia," 
a 


volume crammed 
with in- 


formation on some 9,000 plants, 
including hardiness ratings and 
proper selection for various 
climates, and advice on use of 
pesticides and fertilizers. 


"Growing things brings a 


feeling of creation, of personal 
accomplishment," declared the 
author on a visit to New York. 
"From 25 cents worth of seeds 
you're able to get 50 feet of 
zinnias to cut bouquets and 
bring beauty into the house. 


"Before you plant take a few 


minutes and decide why you 
want a garden," he urged. "Do 
you want it for beauty, for 
recreation, for cut flowers or a 


combination of these things? All 
are factors in whether you 
broadcast seeds and wait to see 
what comes up or whether you 
plant carefully." 


He suggests that if you're a 


rank amateur you might start 
with annuals, so you can see the 
whole thing happen in one 
season and if you've made a 
mistake it won't be perpetuated. 
But with perennials, which come 
up year after year, a little more 
forethought is needed to make 
sure, for instance, that the taller 
flowers are in the back. 


"The greatest mistake people 


make in outdoor gardens is 
failure to thin plants enough," 
Dr. Wyman points out. "Plants 
need lots of room. One will grow 
well in a given space but let 12 
struggle there and they may not 
even flower. You've got to have 
the guts to pull out those extras 
or you'll have scrawny plants." 


The most common error in 


indoor gardening, he says, is 
watering too much or too little. 
The soil shouldn't be muddy, 
with water remaining in the pan 
at the base. On the other hand, if 
the leaves appear to be wilting 
the plant isn't getting enough 
moisture. 


"For 
fertilizer, 
there's 


nothing like good well-rotted 
manure, but nowadays people 
don't even know what a cow or a 
horse is," says Wyman. "So you 
have to go to dried manure 
products or to a complete 
commercial fertilizer. 


"The trick is not to apply too 


much," he continues. "If two 
pounds will make things grow, 
why wouldn't four pounds make 
them grow twice as well? The 
truth is, twice as much could kill 
them." 


Recognizing the dangers of 


pesticides, Wyman nevertheless 
sees the need for using them 
with discretion. "If you've ever 
grown beans in a vegetable 


garden you know you have to put 
something on them to kill the 
Mexican bean beetle or you 
won't have any beans," he 
explains. 
"Certainly, 
don't 


spray 
everything 
in- 


discriminately. 
Know 
what 


insect 
or 
disease 
you're 


spraying for and what you're 
spraying with." 


Since his retirement a year 


ago he and his wife, an en- 
thusiastic amateur 
gardener, 


have switched their activities 
from 125 acres at the arboretum 
to a third of an acre in Andover, 
Mass., where they now have a 
home.

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Don't Force Roots To 
Water, Growers Told 


According 
to William F. 


Richardson, Tehama County 
farm advisor, there is an old 
practice in irrigated farming 
that is not necessarily beneficial 
to plant growtth, the idea of 
forcing roots to water. 


Roots are just like the top of 


the plant, they won't grown 
unless conditions are right, he 
explained. 


This means sufficient air and 


water in the root zone. 


Roots wi'l not seek out moist 


soil, especially if there is dry soil 
in between. If there is not suf- 
ficient moisture they just stop 
growing; however if there is a 
water table at a certain depth 
that causes wetting of the soil up 
to the root zone then the roots 


will grown down to the point 
where lack of air limits growth. 


The practice of drying the 


topsoil to force the roots deep 
doesn't work. 


The best way to get deep root 


penetration is to make sure the 
root zone area and below is 
moist but not saturated. 


Once the roots have gone 


deep, irrigations can be less 
frequent but must always wet 
the deep root zone. 


If a deep rooted crop is 


desired, then deep irrigation 
during the young life of the plant 
is critical. 


Trying to force a plant deep 


after a shallow rooted pattern is 
established can cause a loss of 
production and takes 
much 


more time and attention.

University of Arizona animal 
scientist has done so, with 
results comparable to that using 
milo.

Hale, 


reporting to fellow scientists at 
the American Society of Animal 
Science meetings here, claims 
that "no difference could be 
seen 
in 
daily 
gain, 
feed 


requirements 
or in carcass 


quality when wheat replaced 50, 
57 or 100 per cent of the milo in a 
90 per cent concentrate finishing 
ration." 


Commercial feeders normally 


avoid high wheat levels due to 
the belief that they will cause 
digestive upsets in fattening 
cattle. Also, for the reason that 
wheat is more difficult to mill 
than milo or barley. 


"It's true," said Dr. Hale, 


"that wheat will break down 
more readily into 'fines,' feed 
particles so small that they 
become dust and otherwise 
unpalatable to cattle." 


In the University of Arizona 


trials, the animal nutritionist 
steam processed and flaked both 
the milo and Mexican wheat 
varieties, Sonora 64, and Seite 
Cerros, used during two 140-day 
feeding trials. "These are low 
gluten feed wheats rather than 
high gluten milling wheats,'' Dr. 
Hale emphasized. 


Compared to milo use alone 


where average daily gain was 
3.1 Ibs. similar pens of Okie 
steers fed a ration including 100 
per cent of the grain from wheat 
also averaged 3.1 Ibs. per head 
daily. Average daily feed intake 
was identical, 21.6 Ibs. As 
measured 
by 
Ibs. 
of feed 


required per per 100 Ibs. of gain, 
it was again a toss-up, 692 and 
705 Ibs. 


"There was no indication of 


digestive disturbance or that the 
steers tended to tire of the ration 
containing wheat at any time 
during the feeding period," Dr. 
Hale concluded.

WASHINGTON — In 
the 


secret war against narcotics, 
the U. S. may send Mission: 
Impossible operatives, possibly 
criminals, to destroy opium 
laboratories in foreign lands. 


Or the U. S. may undercut the 


smugglers 
by flooding the 


market with harmless heroin 
substitutes or may simply 
outbid them in bribing high 
foreign officials who protect the 
drug trade. 
These desperate measures 


were taken up at a secret 
strategy conference called by 
the State Department last April 
in Bangkok. Foreign service 
officers, military represen- 
tatives and narcotics agents 
slipped into Bangkok quietly 
from Hong Kong, Honolulu, 
Manila, Phnom Penh, Rangoon, 
Saigon and Vientiane. 


They agreed that extra legal 


action may be needed to combat 
the 
narcotics 
menace. A 


classified, 18-page summary of 
their discussions suggests these 
unorthodox remedies: 


"Flooding 
markets 
with 


harmless or aggravating heroin 
substitutes to destroy the trade's 
credibility 
with 
abusers; 


destruction of factories through 
use of criminal or at least non- 
official elements; pay-offs of 
corrupted officials as an income 
substitute; and defoliation. 


"Any extra legal action is of 


course highly problematical," 
stresses the summary, "but the 
urgency of the problem suggests 
that unusual steps should not be 
rejected out of hand. . . Several 
of the preceding areas would 
depend on Washington support 
or could be better implemented 
with Washington involvement." 


The conferees also agreed at 


Bangkok that Asian narcotics 
are reaching the U. S. through 
three "systems": 


— "Okinawa System" — GIs 


and ex-GIs, "allied with a few 
local Okinawans," get heroin 
from Bangkok and transship it 
to the U. S. 


— "Thailand System" — 


"Retired U. S. servicemen" and 
"camp followers," who operate 


gambling rings and other 
rackets in Thailand, have now 
built up a thriving narcotics 
business. GIs on active duty help 
the gang smuggle "large 
quantities of heroin to the United 
Washington came up with 
another unusual proposal. They 
have suggested using CIA 
agents, now marking time 
because of the cutbacks in 
Southeast Asia, to circulate 
among the Meos and other 
tribesmen they helped line up to 
fight the Communists. But the 
new CIA mission would be to 
persuade or pay the hill people 
to stop growing opium. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


House Hold Off — Last year 


Congress enacted only half of 
the 14 basic appropriations bills 
by the November elections. The 
new House leaders started off 
this year determined to in- 
troduce more efficiency to the 
House. Louisiana's Hale Boggs, 
the new Democratic leader, 
broke all precedents by calling 
for sessions on Fridays. This 
upset the Tuesday-to-Thursday 
Club, 
which 
likes 
long 


weekends. After only two Friday 
sessions in June, Boggs gave up. 
House members, now taking a 
recess until Sept. 8, are talking 
about winding up their work in 
October. This time, they'll 
complete all the appropriations 
bills. But they aren't likely to 
pass much vital legislation.

One cashier, 
kept under observation for three 
days, was siphoning off $80 to 
$100 a day. Alarmed.Hays wrote 
to all House members urging 
them "to make certain that, 
when you pay for your meal, the 
cashier rings up the sale and 
gives you a receipt." Hays also 
uncovered a little larceny in the 
House barbershop. The barbers, 
who are paid $8,000 a year by the 
taxpayers, were supposed to 
show their gratitude by giving 
Congressmen 75-cent haircuts.

hate it. But any resemblance 
between the character of Archie 
Bunker of CBS' "All in the 
Family" and the veteran actor 
who 
plays him, Carroll 


O'Connor, is purely physical. 


Archie is the embodiment of 


all the prejudices that have 
come to mean bigotry and 
racism. His appearance in a 
television series has been hailed 
on one side as healthy exposure 
while others suggest that he 
reinforces the narrow minded. 
O'Connor won his bachelor's 
degree 
from 
the 
National 


University of Ireland, and his 
master' from the University of 
Montana. While his politics are 
private, his outlook generally is 
liberal and cosmopolitan. 


"I'm not a member of any 


political party," O'Connor said, 
almost reluctantly. "I really 
don't care much for politics, and 
I just don't know what words 
like 'conservative' and 'liberal' 
mean anymore. 


"When 
» Roosevelt 
was 


president, a lot of people thought 
that a 'liberal' was prolabor, 
prowelfare and wanted to take 
care of people and a 'con- 
servative' was pro big business 


and antiwelfare. Now it is all 
mixed up." 


O'Connor, rehearsing for one 


of next season's "All in the 
Family" episodes added: 


"I grew up in New York, but I 


never heard Archie's kind of 
talk in my own family. Mine was 
a 
family 
of 
teachers—my 


mother, an aunt and an uncle. 
My father was a lawyer and was 
in partnership with two Jews, 
who with their families were 
close to us. There were two 
black families in our circle of 
friends. My father disliked talk 
like Archies—he called it the 
hallmark of ignorance." 


O'Connor's interest is in 


building Archie's character— 
"bigots have dimensions," he 
said with a grin. 


"I've been told that Archie is a 


sort of hero to racists," he said. 
"What the hell: Let them have a 
hero, and if a foolish fellow like 
Archie is their hero in spite of 
this changed world, more's the 
pity." 
Constant viewers of the series, 


including those who deplore 
Archie's attitudes, find them- 
selves warming to the blustery 
character. 
O'Connor seems to be fond of 
him—and one suspects that 
although Archie will keep right 
on making cracks about polacks 
and hebes he is going to be more 
lovable 
and—hopefully—funny 


when the series starts its first 
full season next month.
